Snroi te to the scene we beard the report of the officer boJjifr 
ehot on Jeffarson Pwilerard in OaV Cliff and Lt. CunninBta* decided we 
could do wore cood by fmirxg to that location Imiedlately rather than by 
way of the scene of the Prealdent'e rtiootlng. We next heard the call 
rerard-ing the nsspect belnp In the Bra™* Library on Jefferson. We oon- 
▼erired on that location and there were Pecret Service wen and other patrol 
and CT'i officers rresant when all the people were ordered otit of the 
hvMiSinif, One of the Secret Serrtee nen stated the person who caaie out 
of the i-aeetnent with the others was not the snspect and that he had 
already talked to M-^ s few minutes provioosly. «<• then went bacV to 
the car and a call sayinp t^e suspect was goin^ down an alley reloadine 
a gm. We couldn't yo went on Jefferson so we went over a couple blooV 
north to Tenth Street then to Tyler - north on Tyler to Davis - Davie to 
Llewellyn, 1 We then heard a call that suapect was In balcony of the Texas 
Theatre. We went north on Llewellyn to "Jeffersrai and Jefferson to Madison 
at the Texas Theatre. He parked in front of Yard's Crug Store and Lt. 
CumiiiH?ha» told me to keep radio contact while he and the other two went 
to the theatre. They later hronpht a witness along from tiie theatre and 
we hroBRht him to City Hall and Detective Toney later took an affidavit.
